Have yqit ever notlefld how quickly 
the blood rushes to the surface and with 
such visor as to cause n glowing red- 
ness, nfter having washed your hands 
In cold water? Well, the same principle 
holds good to the cases of measles or 
Ecarlet fever. 


If the feet are comfortable, and tho 


circulation is not obstructed, while the 
bodily temperature is at or above 103 
degrees, then it will not only be per- 
fectly safe, but the best thing possible 
to be dune, if the patient Is placed In a 
full bath of 95 degrees temperature for 
ten minutes, once In about every four 
hours, and.reducing this temperature 
of the water live degrees each time until 
~u degrees are reached. . This will have 
.the effect of quieting the restlessness 
'and allowing the patient to sleep. One 
caution only I wish to impress, and that 
because children, more than grown peo- 
ple, are apt to suffer from measles, and 
that Is, children t!o not stand the con- 
tinued" abstraction of -heat as well as 
grown people, and In'lining the colil 
water treatment, care must, therefore, 
be taken that the process In-continued 
to Just the proper point and'no.niore. 
A skillful nnn-o or loving mother can 
judge of this matter to an almostexact 
degree; 'hut where these conditions do 
not e:clHt. then the following rules should 
he carefully observed.' Attention must 
•be directed fo the condition of the pa- 
tient. TaUn, for.lnstanre.'n, case where 
the poisonous effects of the (license have 
caused delirium, and there is moaning; 
muttering, and extreme restlessness; 
then wo must adopt heroic measures 
or'the case Is liable to soon terminate 
fatally.

Drug treatment may reduce the fever, 


hut It Is powerless and unavailing In 
the case of cerebal symptoms; and wo 
must depend upon the rapid and correct 
use of cold water. • Place' the patient 
In n sltz hath, with .the water at 8," de- 
grees, and have three or four basinfuls 
of water nt 75 dogreesjbr even colder, 
thrown over the heaci,.and shoulders, 
after which the patlont should bo laid 
on a tAblo and rubbed with warm hath 
water. If this does not prove effectual 
In arousing the lethargic ner,ve .centers 
and restoring vital 'action to the slug- 
gish organs,-the patient should again 
be placed In tho sits bath of S". degrees 
and a stream of water'n't'about GO or f>0 
degrees should be p'olfrrcl from two or 
three feet 'above him, cjj'er tlio hack "of 
tho head, neck and,spine; continue for 
one mlnuto only and repent in live or 
Fix minutes. In tho meantime allowing 
the patient to remain in the warm sltz 
hath, but placed'as nca'r an possible In 
R reclining .position hy lying hack upon 
whatever may bo had.'- nesting"1 thitB 
easily, gently • rub the-upper portions 
of tho body with the .warm bath water. 
As soon as reaction has taken plane, it 
will ho unnecessary to proceed with the 
heroic treatment; and -the red glow of 
the skin, the refreshed and invigorated 
condition of the patient, will usually 
toll you when the reaction lids taken 
place. 
The patient Is1 now ready to 


renew the battle with the poisons which 
were crowding In upon the heart and 
brain, paralyzing 
their 
action, and 


threatening the very existence 'of the 
sufferer. 
In about an hour and a half 


or two hours tho treatment should be 
repeated. As long ns tho symptoms ap- 
pear to affect the brain;.and stupor or 
delirium comes- on, continue this; and 
In the meantime if the temperature of 
the body Is over 10.1, the whole trunk, 
may be packed In n wet sheet pack at a, 
temperature of ahont'70 degrees. • 


In the above description of hydro- 


pathic treatment for measles, -It Is pre- 
sumed that the case is well under way 
anil ban not had proper care up to this 
point. 
The reason for this presump- 


tion lies In the fact that this stage of 
the cllfeaso will not bo'reached by one 
case In ROD If proper treatment with cold 
water Is used at the outset. The prin- 
ciple of prevention should always he 
kept before you, and prompt measures 
adopted at tho first symptoms of the 
disease. The preliminary treatment for 
Bcnrlct fever will provo-to bo the best 
proventlve, and may he used without 
fear. The same method of treatment 
during convalescence,- Including the 
diet, will hold good in cases of measles.

Mnrcla, originally In use long prior 
to, tho Christian era. 
On tho 10th of 


September. 1870, Phis IX. assisted at 
tho inauguration of the fountain, and 
earlier In the morning cf the same 
day ho received tho letter of Victor 
Emmanuel II., announcing his deter- 
mination to Invado the Pope's Roman 
.possessions, and requesting mean- 
while tho pontiff's blessing! 


Among tho Important memorials 'in 


the newest Homo is tho'grandlose and 
stately Church of St. Joachim, erected 
as a jubilee offering to tho late pontiff, 
Leo. XIII., whoso name was Joachim. 
It Is tho otttcomo of tho enthusiasm 
of a French. priest, the Xbbo Hrugl- 
dou, who had more zeal than business 
capacity,- and was eminently, success- 
ful tin accumulating a very heavy 
debt, which the Into pontiff 'paid up 
to preserve tho church from -being 
sold. Tho cupola Is formed of a white 
metallic substance that shines llko 
sliver In tho sunshine,'and which Is 
pierced In star lllto apertures filled 
«wlth yellow glass, through which'tho 
light • penetrates 
in golden glow. 


Above the rich portico of fine Corin- 
thian columns a glowing mosaic.is 
seen. ' The Interior is distinguished 
for Its wealth of marbles and bronzes 
and frescoes. 
. Along tho aisles arc chapels which 
arc constructed and adorned at the 
expense ot several of tho nations ci 
Christendom: 
Tho chapel of the 


United States at tho right near tho 
transept Is a splendid shrlno In rlc.ii- 
ness of painting, sculpture and deco- 
ration? Opposite Is tho French chapel; 
.close by is that very. rich Indeed, 
which England has mado its own; 
on tho opposite side, Its art expres- 
sive of the new impulse that pos- 
sesses tho mind of tho Irish people— 
tho Celtic revival—Is tho recently 
completed Irish chapel. 
Thus this 


church would ecem to ho a world's 
gift to tho memory of Leo XIII. Tho 
beauty of tho ntructuro and Its moth 
cd of adornment arc not quite llko 
those which prevail In Rome, and

has n suggestion of modern French 
cnurch architecture. Yet It Is charac- 
teristic ot tho new Rome, to whtcn 
nothing that is good, whatever tho 
style may bo.
